HOW TO CHECK YOUR TENSION— Before you 
commence knitting, check your tension carefully — on 
this depends the success of the finished article.

Lightly press work. Check the tension by placing an

Next row. — Work to end of row, slip sts. for sleeve 
on to left hand needle, with right side of work facing 
knit across these sts. (100 [B — 114] [C — 133] sts.). 
Work to correspond with Left Front working shapings 
at opposite ends of needle, and working K.2 tog.t.b.l., 
instead of K.2 tog. at front slope. ^ 
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THE BACK — Work lower part of Right Sleeve as 
given for Front. Break off wool and leave sts. on a 
stitch holder. 

Using No. 13 Needles, cast on 86 [B — 94] [C — 102] 
stitches. 

1st row. — K.2, * P.1, K.l, rep. from * to end of row. 
Rep. 1st row twenty-two [B — twenty-four] [C — twenty- 
six] times. 

Next row. — ^Rib 9 [B — rib 10] [C — rib 11], * inc. 
once in next st., rib 10 [B — rib 11] [C — rib 12], rep. 
from * to end of row (93 [B — 101] [C — 109] sts.). 
Using No. 11 Needles, proceed as follows: — 

1st row. — Knit. 

2nd row. — Purl. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows twenty-one [B — twenty-five] 
[C — twenty-nine] times. 

Inc. once at each end of needle in next and every alt. 
row until there are 99 [B — 107] [C — 115] sts. on 
needle, then in every row until there are 105 [B — 113] 
[C — 121] sts. on needle. 

Break off wool and leave these sts. on a stitch holder. 
Work lower part of Left Sleeve as given for Front 

I^Q * * * ^ 

Next row. — Knit to end of row, slip sts. for Back on 
to left hand needle, with right side of work facing knit 
across these sts., slip sts. for other Sleeve on to left 
hand needle, with right side of work facing knit across 
these sts (209 [B— 237] [C— 275] sts.). 

Next row. — Purl. 

Continue inc. once at each end of needle in next and 
every following 4th row until there are 219 [IV — 249] 
[C — ^289] sts. on needle. 

Work 1 row without shaping. 

Cast off 4 [B — 4] [C — 5] sts. at beg. of next 18 rows, 
4 [B — 5] [C — 5] sts. at beg. of next 8 rows, 5 [B — 5] 
[C — 5] sts. at beg. of next 10 [B — 14] [C — 18] rows, 
then 10 sts. at beg. of next 4 rows (25 [B — 27] 
fC— 29] sts.). 

Cast off remaining sts. 

THE RIGHT FRONT BAND — Join in wool where 
sts. were left and using No. 13 Needles, continue in 
rib, working a buttonhole as before in every 15th and 
16th [B — 17th and 18th] [C — 19th and 20th] row 
from previous buttonhole until 6 buttonholes in all 
have been worked. 

Continue without further buttonholes until band is 
long enough to fit along Front and across to centre 
back of neck. Cast off in rib. 

THE LEFT FRONT BAND — Work as given for Right 
Front Band omitting buttonholes. 

THE CUFFS — Using a fine back-stitch seam, sew up 
shoulder and top sleeve seams. With right side of 
work facing and using No. 13 Needles, knit up 53 
[B — 59] [C — 65] sts. evenly along lower edge of 
sleeve. 

1st row. — Purl. 

2nd row.—* K.2, M.B., rep. from * to last 2 sts., K.2. 
3rd row. — Purl to last 2 sts., P.2 tog. 

4th row. — K.2, * P.1, K.l, rep. from * to end of row. 
Rep. 4th row twenty-three [B — twenty-five] 

[C — twenty-seven] times. 

Cast off in rib. 

Work other Cuff in same manner. 

TO MAKE UP — With a slightly damp cloth and warm 
iron, press lightly. Using a flat seam for ribbing and 
a fine back-stitch seam for other seams, sew up side 
and sleeve seams. Using a fine back-stitch seam, sew 
front bands in position, joining together at back of 
neck with a flat seam. Sew on buttons to correspond 
with buttonholes. Finally, press all seams. 
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Knitting Stitch is a stitch worked directly over each 
knitted stitch, with a contrasting colour to represent 
the same knitted stitch as before. Each square on the 
graph represents one stitch. 

Insert needle from back of work, in the centre of any 
stitch and draw through. * Insert needle from right to 
left, underneath the two loops of the same stitch one 
row above, and draw through, then insert needle back 
into original place where needle was first inserted, 
draw underneath the two loops still working from right 



to left, and out into the centre of the next stitch (thus 
completing one knitting stitch), repeat from * to end 
of pattern. 

All rows of pattern are worked from right to left, 
then from left to right, till the motif or pattern has 
been completed. 

Very satisfactory results may be obtained by working 
“4 ply” on “3 ply”, “4 ply” on “4 ply”, “Azalea on 
Azalea”, but do not use “3 ply” on “4 ply”. 
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
